Bids Received 


PHILADELPHIA

- 
The financially pressed Penn 
Central Railroad received high 
bids totaling more than $165 
million Friday for 21 prime 
midtown Manhattan properties 
which were the bulk of a parcel 
valued at more than $1 billion. 
The properties, most of them 
along Park Avenue and among 
some of the most valuable real 
estate in America, long have 
made the railroad one of the 
country’s biggest landlords. 
The 22 properties open to bid­ 
ders Friday—one received no 
bids—have an assessed value of 
more than $350 million, the rail­ 
road said. The properties have 
an estimated market value of 
more than $1 billion, but for tax 
purposes New York City as­ 
sesses real estate at 58 per cent 
of its market value. 
The nation’s largest railroad, 
now 
in reorganization under 
bankruptcy laws, had decided 
to sell its nonrailroad proper­ 
ties to get cash to run its 
freight 
and 
passenger 
oper­ 
ations. 
Meanwhile, 
U.S. 
District 
Judge John P. Fullam, who is 
overseeing the bankruptcy ac­ 
tion that began on June 20, 
1970, reserved decision on a 
motion 
by 
the 
railroad’s 
trustees to delay filing of a 
reorganization plan for another 
six months. This was due last 
Sept. 22, and had twice before 
been postponed. 
Fullam promised a decision 
by next Monday. At a hearing 
Friday afternoon lawyers for 
the federal government urged 
the judge to grant the delay. 
The trustees said they needed 
six more months to complete 
studies which would determine 
whether the Penn Central can 
become profitable again.

Richard C. Bond, the only 
one of the four court appointed 
trustees present at the opening 
of the property bids, said there 
would be no comment until the 
trustees and the judge could 
analyze them. 
The railroad had reserved the 
right to reject any bids it 
deemed too low. 


Medina Resigns 


To Work for 


F. Lee Bailey 


f t . m c p h e r s o n , Ga. (a p ) 
— Capt. Ernest L. Medina, who 
commanded U.S. ground troops 
at My Lai and was found in­ 
nocent of all charges in con­ 
nection with the massacre, be­ 
came a civilian Friday. 
Medina, 35, clad in Army uni­ 
form, walked into the white-col­ 
umned, redbrick post headquar­ 
ters building to pick up his hon­ 
orable discharge and walked 
out 20 minutes later wearing a 
brown civilian suit. 
Grinning 
broadly, 
Medina 
told newsmen he had “no regr­ 
ets whatsoever” at resigning 
from the Army after 16 years 
of service, and said he would 
be at his new job in Michigan 
Monday morning. 
For the first time, he dis­ 
closed his postion with the heli­ 
copter company owned primar­ 
ily by his well-known defense 
attorney F. Lee Bailey. 
“ I’ll be assistant to the chair­ 
man of the board, who is Mr. 
Bailey,” said Medina. 
“ He’s 
presently president of the com­ 
pany, but I suggest that he’d 
better watch out,” the former 
captain added, smiling. 
The company, the R. J. Enst- 
rom 
Corp. 
of 
Menominee, 
Mich., manufactures nonmilita­ 
ry helicopters. 
Medina, 
who 
made 
about 
$15,000 a year with the army, 
declined to disclose his salary. 
“I think that’s private,” he 
said, then added, “I’m not tak­ 
ing a cut in pay.” 
“ How do you feel now, Mr. 
Medina,” a newsman asked as 
he appeared in civilian clothes. 
“ Like a civilian,” the former 
Army career officer said. 
At 
his 
request, 
newsmen 
were not allowed to witness his 
receiving 
his 
honorable 
dis­ 
charge, which was handed to 
him by CWO Citarles Gwinn. 
Medina was also given certifi­ 
cates 
of 
appreciation 
from 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Army 
Chief of Staff William West­ 
moreland. 
An 
Army spokesman said 
such certificates were “ stand­ 
ard procedure” and given with 
honorable discharges. 


Curb Placed on Japanese Textile Imports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon fulfilled a three- 
year-old pledge to the Ameri­ 
can 
textile 
industry 
Friday 
when 
the 
White 
House 
an­ 
nounced 
agreements 
curbing 
noncotton textile imports from 
Japan, South Korea, Taiwan 
and Hong Kong. 
At the same time it was an­ 
nounced the United States is 
lifting the 10 per cent sur­ 
charge imposed on noncotton 
textile imports from all coun­ 
tries including the European 
economic community, which is 
not under restraint. 


The long-sought agreements 
were hailed by the textile in­ 
dustry and members of Con­ 
gress from textile producing 
states. 
John E. Reeves, president of 
the American Textile Manufac­ 
turers Institute and chairman 
of Reeves Brothers, Inc., said 
the White House announcement 
“demonstrates the President’s 
deejr concern for the well-being 
of the millions of people in­ 
volved in the country’s fiber- 
textile-apparel producing com­ 
plex.” 
“It 
also 
indicates 
inter­ 


national recognition on the part 
of the exporting nations of the 
need for moderation in their ex­ 
ports to U.S. markets,” he said. 
Sen. 
Strom 
Thurmond, 
R- 
S.C., recalled that President 
Nixon had pledged in 1968 that 
steps would be taken to protect 
the domestic industry. “ I am 
pleased this pledge is about to 
be fulfilled,” Thurmond added. 
Political overtones of the Nix­ 
on pledge led Japan to resist 
the export restraint measure on 
the grounds that it was not an 
economic but a political move 
by the Nixon administration. 


The White House in succes­ 
sive negotiations denied this, 
however, and said that the U.S. 
deficit in textile trade this year 
would amount to $2.15 billion, a 
sharp increase from the deficit 
of $1.54 billion last year. Also 
the imbalance in imports over 
textile exports formed the larg­ 
est single contribution to the 
overall U.S. trade deficit of 
more than $9 billion. 
Peter Peterson, 
the Presi­ 
dent’s adviser on foreign eco­ 
nomic affairs, told newsmen 
that the voluntary agreements 
that had been negotiated under

avoided 
protectionist 
measures that would have re­ 
sulted in permanent trade walls 
being built to protect American 
industry. 
He said Nixon had indicated 
tins was something that he did 
net want to happen.

Water Pools 


May Exist 


On Moon 


HOUSTON (AP) — A scien­ 
tific 
instrument 
left on 
the 
moon by Apollo astronauts has 
detected evidence of subsurface 
pools of water, a Rice Univer­ 
sity scientist said Friday. 
Dr. 
John 
W. 
Freeman, 
a 
space scientist at Rice and a 
principal 
investigator 
for an 
Apollo lunar instrument, said in 
a news conference, “There is a 
good possibility of liquid water 
somewhere on the moon.” 
Freeman 
said 
his 
ex­ 
periments, 
called 
the 
supra- 
thermal ion detector, has dis­ 
covered evidence of water va­ 
por which the scientist said ap­ 
parently is venting from an un­ 
derground source. 
Freeman said the instrument 
measures the quantity and type 
of gases which occur around 
the lunar surface. 


WATER VAPOR 
On March 7, he said, the 
Apollo 12 and Apollo 14 ion de­ 
tector 
instruments 
reported 
data which indicated the pres­ 
ence of water 
vapor 
which 
Freeman 
characterized 
as 
something like steam. 
“We have found water vapor 
we believe to be from natural 
sources,” he said. The scien­ 
tists added that the vent source 
of the vapor cannot be deter­ 
mined and that it could come 
from any point on the moon. 
Freeman’s findings are oppo­ 
site to the reports of geochem­ 
ists who have studied rocks 
brought from the moon.

geochemists 
have said that the chemistry of 
lunar rocks which have been 
studied does not indicate that 
there is any water on the moon. 
They have pointed out that 
the chemistry of rocks which 
harden from lava in the pres­ 
ence of water is different from 
rocks which harden in the ab­ 
sence of water.

Persian Spectacle Rivals DeMille 
index 


PERSEPOLIS, Iran (AP) - 
In a spectacle outdoing Cecil B. 
DeMille, 25 centuries of Persian 
history passed in review Friday 
before the 50 heads of state 
camping out with the Shah of 
Iran in the ruins of the Temple 
of Darius. 
Real kings and emperors, 
presidents and sultans sat in 
the desert sun under parasols 
watching a cavalcade of hooded 
and helmeted figures riding out 
of the past on Persian steeds 
and trained camels to the ac­ 
companiment of chanting cho­ 
ruses and thundering bands. 
The afternoon sun, folding 
fantastic shadows across the 
crumbling columns and great 
stone staircase of the ruins, 


provided a dramatic stage set 
for the silver helmeted trumpe­ 
ters on the ramparts. 
Part opera, part parade, part 
historical drama, there may 
never have been a show before 
like 
it nor an audience to 
match. 
Four horse command chari­ 
ots riding out of the days of 
Cyrus the Great were followed 
by hordes of Achamenian arch­ 
ers with wicker shields, par-

cavalry 
brandishing 
swords, wheeled towers three 
stories high, Medes in golden 
armor, 
Monguls 
with drawn 
lances 
and 
Deilamite 
cav­ 
alrymen in Cossack boots and 
fur hats.

If there’s any election contest in the 
borough considered “safe” by the local 
Republican organization it’s the one for a 
seat in Pottstown Borough Council from the 
Fourth Ward. 
The Fourth Ward, according to the latest 
figures released by the Montgomery County 
Voter Registration Commission, has 223 
more Republicans on the rolls than Dem­ 
ocrats, and election returns from the ward 
indicate people there at least usually vote 
the way they’re registered. 
If the registration edge weren’t enough, 
most Republican leaders feel, confidence is 
generated by the man who is representing 
the party. 
Wilbert F. O’Dell Jr., current holder of 


the Fourth Ward seat, has served 20 years 
as a member of council by virtue of five 
consecutive term s of office. 
He is seeking his sixth consecutive term 
in borough council. He is opposed by Gerald 
J. Prior, a man long active in Democratic 
P arty circles. 
O’Dell was successful the first time he 
ran for council, and he has continued win­ 
ning in each of his four other races. 
“But then nobody ever ran against Mr. 
O’Dell who had a paper route,” said Prior, 
“and when I get elected I’ll be the only 
councilman with one.” 
He was referring to his practice of taking 
copies of The M ercury around to the rooms 
of patients at Pottstown Memorial Medical 
Center to help brighten their days. He does 
this without compensation. 
Still, O’Dell is a formidable opponent for 
anyone. He has experience and the distinc­ 
tion of having been Pottstown’s first vice

0( Pay Board 


Is Slated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mem­ 
bers of the newly created Pay 
Board and Price Commission 
will be named within the next 
few days and will hold their 
first meetings 
probably next 
week, the White House said 
Friday. 
“ It’s important 
that these 
people gather next week and do 
the work the President has as­ 
signed,” 
Donald 
Rumsfeld, 
newly named director of the 
Cost of Living Council, told 
newsmen. 
The Pay Board and the Price 
Commission will have chief re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
developing 
wage and price standards for 
the post-freeze period that be­ 
gins Nov. 14. 
Rumsfeld spoke to newsmen 
as President Nixon issued an 
executive order setting up the 
mechanisms of the Phase 2 eco­ 
nomic program along the out­ 
lines sketched earlier by the 
White House. 
In 
addition, 
the 
adminis­ 
tration sought to make formal 
an agreement reached with top 
labor leaders earlier this week, 
in which the 15-member Pay 
Board and seven-member Price 
Commission will have an al­ 
most unfettered hand in devel­ 
oping wage-price criteria. 


TWO ORDERS 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally, chairman of the Cost 
of Living Council, signed two 
orders delegating to the respec­ 
tive boards the power to “es­ 
tablish criteria, standards, and 
implementation procedures de­ 
signed to stabilize wages and 
salaries (prices and rents) in 
the case of the Price Commis­ 
sion, within the general eco­ 
nomic stabilization goals and 
coverage determination devel­ 
oped by the council.”

meet the objections of labor, 
Rumsfeld fielded a barrage of 
questions on whether Nixon had 
incorporated 
the 
agreement 
into the executive order and de­ 
legation of authority.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
National Highway Traffic Safe­ 
ty Administration (NHTSA) ad­ 
vised owners of several million 
General Motors Corp. automo­ 
biles Friday to have their front 
engine mounts inspected. 
The federal agency said the 
inspections should be conducted 
on all Chevrolets Nova, Che- 
velles and Camaros from the 
1965 through 1969 model years. 
The inspections should be ac­ 
complished only by competent 
service personnel, ÑHTSA said. 
The agency said reports of 
engine mount failures had been 
received from about 500 own­ 
ers, and many of them involved 
loss of control of the vehicle. 
It ^dded that there is evi­ 
dence many more such failures 
have occurred. Some 100,000 en­

Cleaver Plans 
Return to U.S. 


ALGIERS (AP) - Self-exiled 
Black Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver said Friday he has 
decided to return soon to the 
United 
States 
and 
devote 
himself to urban guerrilla 
struggle. 
In an interview in his villa 
on the 
heights overlooking 
A l g i e r s , 
the 
36-year-old 
revolutionary spoke bitterly of 
Communist 
Chinese 
moves 
apparently aimed at better 
relations with the United States. 
H e 
indicated that 
his 
disillusionment with Red China 
helped to convince him that 
“oppressed people” 
in the 
United States and other coun­ 
tries had no recourse except 
armed struggle by their own 
means. 
He said he sent his wife 
Kathleen and their two children 
— Eldridge Jr., born in Algeria 
in 1969, and a girl born in North 
Korea last year — back to the 
United States earlier this week. 
They were scheduled to arrive 
Friday in California, where 
Mrs. Cleaver intended to leave

the children with Cleaver’s 
mother Altadena and then join 
in the guerrilla struggle, he 
said.“I am planning to follow 
them,” he added. 
“It was a bit of self- 
indulgence to spend these past 
two years here with my son,” 
Cleaver said. He and Mrs. 
Cleaver have lived here since 
1969 with an Algerian govern­ 
ment subsidy, which they used 
to set up the Black Panthers’ 
“intercommunal headquarters.” 
Cleaver is the author of “Soul 
on Ice,” a book on his im­ 
prisonment in the United States 
and his political theories.

his 
split 
with 
Panther 
leaders 
Huey 
P. 
Newton and Bobby Seale, who 
remained in the United States, 
Cleaver renamed his section of 
th e 
m o v e m e n t 
t h e 
Revolutionary People’s Com­ 
munications Network. 
Cleaver expressed full con­ 
fidence that he would escape 
arrest once he was inside the 
United States. “There are many 
people underground involved in 
violent political action and they 
can’t catch them,” he said. 
He declined to say how he 
would return, or on what travel 
documents he would leave 
Algeria. The U.S. Diplomatic 
mission in Algiers has denied 
his request for a new American 
passport on the grounds that he 
is a fugitive from justice in 
California. He fled in 1968 after 
h i s 
parole 
was 
revoked 
following a shootout with police 
in Oakland, Calif. 
Cleaver said his heart “is 
quite clearly in the United 
States” and he prolonged his 
Algerian exile only because of 
“the problems involved in 
running around the United 
States openly.”

FDA Disagrees 
With Advice on 
Detergents 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Ac-, 
knowledging that consumers 
must be “totally confused by' 
now,” a Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration official disagreed Fri­ 
day with the U.S. surgeon gen­ 
eral’s advice to use phosphate 
detergents. 
“I would not have given the 
same advice,” Malcolm W. 
Jensen, director of the FDA’s 
Bureau of Product Safety, told 
the Senate subcommittee on the 
environment. 
He referred to Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Jesse L. Steinfeld’s news 
conference statement several 
weeks ago that he would advise 
housewives to use phosphate 
detergents because he said non­ 
phosphate products are caustic 
ana pose serious accident haz­ 
ards, especially to children. 
P h o s p h a t e s have been 
blamed for despoiling bodies of 
water because they promote 
the growth of algae which use 
up all the oxygen in the water. 
Instead of turning away from 
nonphosphate detergents, Jen­ 
sen said, educational programs 
about keeping products out of 
the hands of children should be 
intensified. 


IN RESPONSE 
He said, in response to a 
question 
by

William 
Spong, D-Va., that “we do not 
have the packaging technology 
that would make possible child- 
safe packaging.” 
However, he said this is 
being studied and some consid­ 
eration is being given to requir­ 
ing that automatic dishwashing 
detergents have child-proof con­ 
tainers. 
Manufacturers of nonphos­ 
phate detergents also took issue 
with the surgeon general’s 
Sept. 15 statement. 
“Although there are differ­ 
ences in degree between indi­ 
vidual products, the basic fact 
is that any heavy duty laundry 
detergent, phosphate or non­ 
phosphate, will make the child 
ill who eats it,” said Bernard 
A. Malm, chairman of the 
board of DeSoto, Inc., which 
manufactures “Triumph” and 
“Sears Phosphate-Free Deter­ 
gents.” 
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Dr. Kuznets Awarded Nobel Prize in Economics 


STOCKHOLM (AP) - Dr. Si 
mon Smith Kuznets, an econo 
mist sometimes called the “fa 
ther of GNP,” the measure of a 
nation’s gross national product 
won the Nobel Prize in Eco 
nomics Friday. 
At 70, Russian-born Kuzneti 
has just retired as professor of 
economics at Harvard Univer 
sity but retains the status of 
professor emeritus. He taught 
at the University of Pennsylva­ 
nia and Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity before going to Harvard. 
He attended Columbia Uni­ 
versity and in the 1920s started 
work for the U.S. National Bu­ 
reau of Economic Research.

'arious countries to determine 
it, he is no slave to GNP. A 
nember of the Swedish Royal 
\cademy o£ Sciences, which 
iwarded the prize, said the pro- 
essor had upset the belief that 
economic progress “could be 
measured in dollars and cents.” 
Instead, he had shown that a 
country’s well-being depends 
more on the reasonableness of 
its structure, its technical de­ 
velopment and the quality of 
its labor. 
The academy cited him for 
his “empirically founded inter­ 
pretation of economic growth 
which has led to new and deep­ 
ened insight into the economic 
and social structure and pro­ 
cess of development.” 
“Empirically” means that lie 
has been guided by practical 
observation, and an academy 
statement emphasized: “More 
than any other scientist he has 
illuminated with facts—and ex­ 
plained through analysis — the 
economic growth from the 
middle of the last century.” 
The 
statement 
said 
he 


showed “little sympathy” for 
abstract and generalized theo­ 
ries that could not be tested. 


SECOND YEAR 
It was the second year in a 
row that an American had re­ 
ceived the economics prize, and 
the second day in a row that an 
American had won a Nobel 
prize. Paul Samuelson of Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology won the 1970 economics 
prize, and Dr. Earl W. Suther­ 
land Jr. of Vanderbilt Univer­ 
sity won the medicine prize 
Thursday. 
The economics prize is offi­ 
cially called “the Alfred Nobel 
memorial prize in economics” 
and formally is separate from 
the other five Nobel prizes. It 
was founded by the Central 
Bank of Sweden in 1969. But it 


is awarded with the other No­ 
bel prizes and carries the same 
value, $88,000. The original No­ 
bel prizes were established un­ 
der the will of Alfred Nobel, the 
Swedish inventor of dynamite. 
In Cambridge, Mass., Kuz­ 
nets said he was completely 
surprised at winning the prize. 
He said he did not even know if 
he had won it for a specific 
work. 
WORK PRAISED 
In fact he had not. The Swed­ 
ish Academy praised all his 
work with specific mentions 
ranging from a book on eco­ 
nomic growth which the acade­ 
my called his “latest great 
work”-a book published this 


year, “Economic Growth Of 
Nations.” 
Kuznets is an honorary mem­ 
ber of the Swedish Academy, 
and is expected to come here to 
receive his prize at the annual 
Nobel awards ceremony Dec. 
10.“We know Prof. Kuznets as a 
self-effacing man and hope that 
the prize will contribute to 
making his valuable works 
even more widely known,” said 
Prof. Bertil Ohlin, a leading 
Swedish economist. “Through 
his treatment and analysis of 
an enormous statistical mate­ 
rial Prof. Kuznets has provided 
other researchers with a highly 
valuable basis.”

Voice Of Evil

' A red light blinked on under the sign 
“On the Air” in the broadcasting studio. 
It was the signal for the waiting speaker 
to begin his address. But the speaker, 
apparently unmindful that he was creat­ 
ing a dead stillness over the air waves, 
was slow in making his opening remarks. 
The control engineer, separated by a 
glass partition, was irked by the delay 
and not realizing that his own mike was 
cut in and that his words were going out 
over the air, remarked: “Go on, you old 
goat.” 
One of the hardest things in the world 
to silence is a man’s mistakes. A man s 
good deeds speak his name quietly, while 
his unworthy acts shout his name in a 
voice like thunder. The evil a man does 
cannot remain hidden for long. Even 
death will not silence the voice of his 
errors. 
A carpenter near Bonn. West Ger­ 
many, was afraid that the decline in 
building projects would force him out of 
a job. So in all the chimneys which he 
helped to construct, he built in a panel 
of wood which would slowly burn through 
and expose the trigger of a timing device 
which would explode and set the house 
afire. 
The carpenter was arrested and im­ 
prisoned. but he died three years ago. 
Police and firemen in the district are 
still worried over the device because it 
continues to make houses burn down with 
ominous regularity. No one knows how 
many houses he helped build — this dead 
man who still sets houses on fire. 
A man’s conscience will broadcast his 
mistakes when all other voices are silent. 


It is true, of course, that a man’s consci­ 
ence has never been known to shout. The 
world still needs an amplifier for the 
still, small voice. Scientists can magnify 
the human voice 20,000 times, but they 
can’t do a thing for the voice conscience. 
But what we call conscience is often only 
a fear of the constable. 
Glenn Leonard, a bull-dozer operator, 
decided to test the acceleration of his new 
car while driving home. Passing the side 
road to his farm, Leonard made a sharp 
U-turn at the next road and sped back. 
Meanwhile, the rapid U-turn and burst 
of speed was observed by the driver of 
a station wagon, who mistook the light 
blue car for an unmarked police car. 
He turned into the road to Leonard’s 
farm, but was closely followed by Leon­ 
ard who was only interested in going 
home. The alarmed driver raced to the 
dead end, abandoned the station wagon, 
which was found loaded with stolen goods. 
“The wicked flee when no man pur- 
sueth.” Conscience doesn’t need to speak 
loudly. It is an inner voice that speaks 
only to an inner ear. 
If a man’s mistakes cannot be covered 
up in silence, what can he do with them? 
If he spends his time dodging his errors, 
he will have no time to make good. 
A steamboat captain was seeking a 
pilot. “Do you know where all the snags 
are in this river?” he asked. “ No. sir,” 
was the reply, “I don’t know where all 
the snags are, but I do know where they 
are not, and that's where I do my 
sailing.” 
Any man can sail with ease past the 
mistakes and errors of his life, if he keeps 
his eye on the goal.

To the Editor: This letter will 
attempt to clarify the legal as­ 
pects of a recent decision by 
the undersigned concerning a 
violation of Ordinance 420 of 
the Borough of Royersford. 
The ordinance calls for a 
maximum fine of $100 and costs 
or 10 days in the county prison. 
The amount of fine to be set 
by the magistrate with consid­ 
eration of the severity of the 
violation. 
The imposition of a fine con­ 
sisting of a hair cut would be 
a violation of the defendants 
rights and would not be upheld 
by any court of appeal in the 
nation. Such a fine was not 
imposed. 
One defendant begged to be 
allowed to plead guilty. Since 
one or more of the young men 
were repeat violators, the max­ 
imum fine ($100) was set. 
All violators were told that 
sentencing would be held two 
days later, after the original 
hearing. Should they appear at 
that time with a hair cut and 
presenting a neat appearance,

plus costs, all agreed to appear 
at that time. 
Surely this chance to save $87

LESTER L. COLEMAN 
I know that I am allergic to 
chocolate, but every once in a 
while I can’t resist taking a 
piece. Within minutes after 
eating some the other day, my 
face began to swell until I was 
not recognizable. 
Fortunately, a doctor in the 
building was available and gave 
me an injection. Is there any 
way that such a violent reaction 
can be prevented? 
Mrs. P. L., Ga. 


Dear Mr. L.: The condition 
you describe is known as 
angioneurotic edema and is a 
severe reaction that occurs in 
highly allergic people. Since you 
have been able to pinpoint the 
cause of such a response you 
should now avoid eating the 
offending substance. 
A great many people have 
similar reactions to shellfish, 
fruits, vegetables and nuts. 
Others may be violently allergic 
to drugs, insect bites, or in­ 
jections of serum. 
I f 
eating 
chocolate 
is 
irresistible to you, you probably 
can be desensitized so that you 
will not react as severly as you 


do now. I am sure that your 
doctor 
c a n 
recommend 
specialist in allergy to do this. 
The injection that stopped the 
swelling 
may 
have 
been 
adrenalin or cortisone. Should 
such an experience occur again 
to you or any of my readers, 
if your doctor is not available, 
my suggestion is that you go 
to the emergency room of a 
hospital immediately.

Gaucher’s Disease an 
inherited condition? My father 
had it and I am concerned that 
I may develop it.

Gaucher’s 
Disease is a rare disturbance 
of metabolism. There seems to 
be some factor of inheritance 
but not sufficient for you to 
spend the rest of your life in 
dread of acquiring it. 
The disorder involves the 
liver and the spleen and has 
many unusual ramifications in 
the skin and in the bones of 
the body. 
Blood studies done at regular 
intervals may give you the 
assurance you need to remove 


the 
feeling 
that 
you 
are 
inevitably a candidate for a 
disease you will probably never 
acquire. 
Is there any known cure for 
myeloma? My mother has it 
and we are desperate. 
Miss K. R., Minn.

Multiple 
myeloma is a severe type of 
cancer that involves the bone 
and various organs. X-rays and 
chemicals have been tried 
without uniformly successful 
results. 
It is one of the desperate 
conditions we hope soon will be 
answered by the massive anti­ 
cancer research that is now 
being planned under govern­ 
ment aegis.

part of the federal government. 
It is an interesting omission 
because the heavy budget deficit 
of last year, the repeat per­ 
formance for this fiscal year 
and the likelihood of more to 
come all help fuel inflation by 
expanding the nation’s money 
supply. 
The idea appears to be that 
monetary and fiscal policies 
must be used to promote 
economic expansion as long as 
unemployment r e m a i n s at 
unacceptable levels.

Every 
September, 
the 
U.S. 
school 
system 
produces 
a 
melancholy 
m iracle.

prisoners 
grimly serving out their daily 
six-hour sentences. 
But this year, as in the past 
two or 
three, 
some 
hopeful 
changes are being made. 
In 
hundreds of schools across the 
country, in suburbs and ghet- 
toes, in rural areas and in plush 
private institutions, a new form 
of 
elementary 
education 
has 
appeared. 
It is called the “ open school” 
— 
a 
bold 
and 
bewildering 
melange of the new and the 
old, combining the latest (and 
not 
c o m p l e t e l y 
tested) 
educational theories with what 
in a way amounts to a return 
to the one-room schoolhouse of 
earlier times. 
For most children, the open 
school (also called “ informal 
education,” “ open classroom s” 
or 
“open 
corridors” ) 
is 
a 
delightful innovation. For their 
parent, however, 
the concept 
takes a good deal of getting 
used to. 
FIRST IMPRESSION 
The 
first impression 
many 
parents get is of a class gone 
b e r s e r k . 
There 
is 
noise, 
movement and what seems to 
be 
a 
total 
lack 
of 
order. 
Children lie on the floor reading 
or perch on the tables (there 
are no desks) or walk (or run) 
about the room. 
The walls, even the ceilings, 
are 
covered 
with 
children’s 
artwork or with their projects. 
Unexpected objects appear in 
u n e x p e c t e d 
places: 
an 
automobile motor in a corner 
of the room, a cage with an 
iguana lizard, another with a 
p r e g n a n t 
guinea 
pig, 
a 
television 
set 
that 
works, 
another that doesn’t and has 
been converted by a resourceful 
teacher into a tropical fish tank. 
The noise resem bles that of 
a movie theater during a kid­ 
dies’ matinee. The kids talk to 
one 
another, 
they 
talk 
to 
themselves, they laugh aloud. 
But 
uncoordinated 
as 
the 
room seems, order does prevail 
and the children do learn. They 
are reading, painting, writing, 
listening through earphones to 
recorded 
lessons,

They move from 
child to child, 
m arshal little 
groups, 
suggest, 
direct 
and 
when necessary dampen down 
the excess energy and noise. 
Open schools vary almost as 
much as the children who study 
in them. Some school systems 
are instituting them gradually. 
They may have one or two open 
classrooms for selected pupils 
while the balance of the student 
p o p u l a t i o n 
remains 
in 
traditional 
schoolrooms. 
In 
other cases, entire schools have 
been converted. 
Nationally, more than half of 
all 
new 
elem entary 
school 
construction is for open schools. 
And virtually all new California 
elementary schools conform to 
the new pattern although they 
do 
not 
conform 
with 
one 
another. 
Some of the new open schools 
are traditional in appearance 
from the outside. Only the in- 
terors are different, with large 
unwalled 
“ learning 
centers,” 
rather than a multiplicity of 
classrooms. 
LOOK NEW 
But other new schools really 
look new. The Rincon School in 
Livermore, Calif., for example, 
is 
shaped 
roughly 
like 
an 
angelfood cake pan. The round 
library is at the center and pie­ 
shaped classrooms open from 
the library. 
Usually, 
the 
transformation 
from the old to the new system 
in existing buildings begins with 
the knocking 
down 
of walls 
between two or three old-style 
schoolrooms. 
Teachers 
then 
come together as a team and 
the classes contain pupils from 
not one but several grades. 
This 
arrangem ent 
allows 
older children to help younger 
o n e s 
(the 
old 
one-room 
schoolhouse 
principle). 
More 
importantly, it also makes it 
possible for children to move 
along according to their ability. 
If a child is ahead of his 
grade in, say, reading, he is 
moved in with an older group 
for 
that 
subject, 
and 
then 
moved back into his age-group 
for the rest of his work. Con­ 
versely, if he lags in arithmetic, 
he can be grouped with children 
less advanced in the subject 
When they are having things 
explained to them as a grouD 
the 
children 
sit 
at 
tables 
listening to a particular teacher’ 
When they are reading or even 
writing, they may, if they wish, 
move to the floor, to unoccupied 
tables or practically anywhere 
in the room, as long as they 
don’t disturb other pupils at 
work. 


Open School is a Revolution in Education 


T h o u g h 
the 
open-school 
system has been sifting into 
U.S. education since the mid- 
1960s, it is still available to only 
a fraction of the country’s 32 
m i l l i o n 
elementary-school 
pupils. 
But 
it 
has 
been 
spreading rapidly, especially in 
the past two years, and seems 
certain to dominate U.S. schools 
by the end of the decade just 
as it already dominates British 
schools. 


SOME DETRACTORS 
Of course, the open schools 
have 
their 
detrators. 
Many 
parents equate a quiet school 
with 
a 
good 
school. 
Others 
confuse the new methods with 
discredited 
theories 
of 
per­ 
missive 
education. 
And 
con­ 
servative 
poliical 
groups, 
in­ 
cluding the John Birch Society, 
have organized against, and in 
some 
cases 
succeeded 
in 
stopping, proposed open-school 
programs. 
But 
the 
detractors 
seem 
doomed to 
failure 
principally 
because their opposition must 
entail 
some 
support 
of 
the 
status quo which, in the case 
of 
most 
U.S. 
elementary 
education, is difficult to defend. 
Indeed, open schools are in a 
very real sense a product not 
so 
much 
of progress 
as 
of 
desperation. 
For many years, 
“ the crisis in education” was 
thought to consist primarily of 
the troubles in ghetto schools. 
But lately, it has become un­ 
comfortably clear that the crisis 
is all-pervading; that if slum 
schools 
are 
impossible, 
the 
once-vaunted 
small-town 
and 
suburban 
school 
systems 
are 
almost 
as 
bad 
and 
getting 
worse. 
In his celebrated book, “Crisis 
in 
the Classroom,” journalist 
and former Columbia University 
professor 
Charles 
Silberman 
was, after all, only stating what 
most educators and concerned 
parents already knew, when he 
wrote: 
“ It is not possible to spend 
any prolonged period visiting 
p u b l i c - s c h o o l classrooms 
without being appalled by the 
mutilation visible everywhere — 
mutilation of spontaneity, of joy 
in 
learning, 
of 
pleasure 
in 
creating, of sense of self . . . 
Because adults take the schools 
so much for granted, they fail 
to appreciate w hat grim, joyless 
places most American schools 
are.” 
It is this bleak picture that 
the open schools seek to change. 
‘ ‘ N o i s e 
doesn’t 
bother 
c h i l d r e n , ’ ’ an open-school 
teacher rem arked as she con­ 
tentedly watched her 27 pupils, 
most of whom were talking or 
declaiming or at least muttering 
to themselves. “ If you want to 
know 
who 
noise 
in 
the 
classroom 
actually 
bothers,” 
she added bitingly, “ it’s the old- 
fashioned 
teachers 
and 
the 
visiting parents. But after all, 
we’re not teaching school for 
the benefit of grown-ups.” 


PLANNED BEDLAM 
Open-school 
education 
may 
seem like bedlam — but it is 
planned bedlam as practiced in 
the e l e m e n t a r y - s c h o o l 
classrooms of the Bank Street 
College of Education in New 
York 
City. 
The 
discipline 
is 
gentle and often oblique, but it 
is unmistakably there. 
• Lunch time. The teacher 
tells the kids to clean up and, 
while some begin clearing off 
the art tables and others put 
the m aterials away, a mini­ 
rebellion occurs. A child doesn’t 
want to put away a drawing. 
The teacher asks twice, is twice 
refused and finally quietly asks, 
“Would you rather we threw it 
aw ay?” 
The 
child 
ponders, 
studies the teacher’s face and 
finally puts away the drawing. 
• T w o 
girls 
finish 
an 
assignment 
early 
and 
begin 
whirling around in a wild dance. 
The teacher watches, picks just 
the 
moment 
when 
the 
ex­ 
citement goes on the downbeat 
and says, “ Why don’t you girls 
get 
a 
book 
and 
practice 
reading 
instead 
of 
fooling 
around so m uch?” They do, 
not as told, but as suggested. 
So it goes in Karen M arscke’s 
class of 5-, 6- and 7-year-olds. 
“ It’s an ideal age mix,” she 
says. “The kids have so much 
to offer each other. The 7-year- 
old have m ore skills and can 
teach the 5-year-olds. But they 
realize the 5-year-olds are more 
creative.” 
The class has some of the 
elements of a purposeful party. 
Two of the older boys are in­ 
tently building a city of over­ 
sized blocks; one skyscraper is 
already 6 feet tall. They are 
oblivious to the squeals of two 
younger girls climbing over a 
teacher’s aide or to the sounds 
coming from a fluffy rug where 
a student teacher reads to half 
a dozen children. 
A costumed child (a Tudor 
queen, perhaps) passes through 
the classroom on her way to 
a smaller room where a play 
is being rehearsed. The director 
is 7 years old. 
It is all a far cry from the 
old-fashioned 
schoolroom 
with 
kids lined up 
like so m any 
seated 
soldiers 
at 
properly 
spaced desks. Even the teacher 
lacks a desk in this classroom. 
“ I don't need a desk — it’s 
o n l y 
another 
unnecessary 
authority symbol,” says Karen 
Marscke. “ The room is so small

the kids need the space anyway. 
And I’d rather sit with the child 
than behind a desk.” 


RARE CHILD 
It is a rare child who cannot 
adjust to the freedom of Bank 
Street 
classes. 
But 
not 
all 
parents 
can handle it. 
Even 
some of those 
who consider 
themselves 
sypathetic 
to 
the 
new 
currents 
in 
education 
reveal their own uncertainties. 
“ I’ve had parents tell me that 
all they want is for their child 
to 
be 
a 
happy, 
successful 
human being,” says Lee Bullitt, 
head 
of 
the 
school’s 
parent 
association. “ Then, in the next 
breath, they tell you how much 
they want the kid to get into 
Harvard and they start won­ 
dering why he hasn’t learned 
algebra by the age of 12.” 
Of necessity, Bank Street, like 
many 
other 
open-school 
in­ 
stitutions, finds it has to teach 
the parents something about the 
education 
their 
children 
are 
getting. 
Along with its hefty 
tuition 
fee, 
the 
school 
even 
offers one free graduate course 
per sem ester to parents. 
But 
there 
is 
one 
as 
yet 
unanswerable 
question 
that 
parents 
around 
the 
country 
inevitably 
ask 
when 
their 
children go into an open school: 
What’s going to happen when 
they leave and go out into the 
“ real” educational world? 
No one knows the answer yet 
because few of the schools have 
been in existance long enough 
to have a significant number 
of graduates. But Banks Street, 
one 
of 
the 
pioneers 
in 
the 
movement, 
has been sending 
pupils on to conventional junior 
highs for half a dozen or more 
years by now, and recently the 
school’s 
parent 
association 
arranged 
a 
meeting 
with 
a 
number of graduates who have 
gone to 
secondary public or 
private insitutions. 
Most of them seem to have 


fared well. “ I had toubles in 
math, but I knew I could handle 
it,” said a 14-year-old boy. 
“ They were the most self- 
assured kids I’ve ever m et,” 
says 
an 
observer 
at 
the 
meeting. “ And 14-, 15- and 16- 
year-olds are not exactly at the 
age when they know who they 
are.” 


KEY IS ATTENTION 
The 
key 
seems 
to 
be 
in­ 
dividual attention. The apparent 
chaos, the loose reins of com­ 
mand 
are, 
after 
all, 
only 
tehniques. 
The 
children, 
ac­ 
cording to their teachers, are 
actually working all the time 
they are playing. 
“ There’s a saying that play is 
the 
work 
of 
children,” 
says 
Karen M arscke. “ Each child is 
deeply involved with something. 
Learning for children is not a 
static but an active process — 
at least it ought to be.” 
The teacher, wearing a suit, 
necktie and dark glasses, is flat 
on his back, explaining a m ath 
problem to half a dozen pupils 
who perch attentively on pillows 
on the schoolroom carpet. 
Across the room, an 11-year- 
old boy swings 
into a 
foot- 
s t o m p i n g , devil-denouncing 
black 
Southern 
Baptist 
ser- 
m o n , 
shouting 
“ Repent! 
Repent!” to a squatting semi­ 
circle of enthralled children. 
Near the blackboard, two kids 
are 
simultaneously 
making 
b l a c k - p r i d e speeches and 
several others listen to tapes 
of their own speeches, while in 
a corner three children argue 
heatedly over some facts in a 
geography book. 
“ Don’t worry — I've got it 
all completely under control,” 
says the teacher, a thin, 27- 
year-old 
black 
man 
named 
Lloyd Wilkins. ‘You’ve got to 
remember these are black kids 
formed in a black church which 
is not a silent church. ‘They’ve 
got to be just as vociferous as

they can be. 
Otherwise, 
you 
don’t reach them.” 
Just last fall, every seat in 
this classroom 
was 
arranged 
conventionally in the prescribed 
straight 
lines 
and 
Wilkins 
himself lectured from a podium. 
Just last fall, too the Grape 
Street Elem entary school in the 
sim mering Watts district of Los 
Angeles was at the bottom of 
the city's school system. 
Grape Street seemed to be 
doing everything wrong in those 
days. It had the city’s worst 
vandalism record, its students 
had 
incredibly 
low 
reading 
scores, truancy was a way of 
scholastic 
life 
and 
even 
the 
teachers were demoralized. 


SOMETHING BAD 
“ There 
was something 
bad 
going on in there,” says Robert 
Johnson, leaning over the porch 
railing of his house which is 
across 
the 
street 
from 
the 
school. “ Kids thought it was a 
prison or something. You’d see 
a black face at one of the 
windows every now and then, 
and you’d know what was in 
that face. It was saying, ‘Let 
me out of here.’ ” 
But 
something 
alm ost 
un­ 
believable has taken place in 
Grape Street during the past 
year. The open-school concept 
has arrived. Now vandalism is 
way 
down, 
truancy 
is 
fast 
decreasing and the scholastic 
scores are going up. 
The 
groundwork 
for 
the 
change cam e when the school's 
new principal, Carrie Haynes — 
who has been described as a 
sort of black Golda Meir — 
managed to get Grape Street 
renamed as the representative 
ghetto 
school 
in 
a 
project 
backed by the Ford Foundation- 
funded International Center for 
Educational 
Development 
at 
Encino, Calif. 
Mrs. Haynes got her faculty 
and the 
local Parent-Teacher 
Association behind the idea of 


an open school—and then hit 
a snag with the bureaucracy of 
the school system. One official 
told her that there was already 
enough trouble at Grape Street 
without asking for a whole new 
set of problems. 
By 
this 
time, 
however, 
several of the school’s faculty 
members had attended courses 
on open-school methods or had 
been otherwise exposed to them 
and they decided not to wait 
for official 
permission — or 
even for the formal acceptance 
notice 
from 
the 
International 
Center. They began 
breaking 
down the old class structures 
a n d starting 
individualized 
instruction on their own. 
Very quickly the changes — 
and the results — at Grape 
Street 
began attracting 
at­ 
tention 
from other 
schools. 
Word reached the city’s Board 
of Education and the members 
were impressed — so much so 
that the board asked school- 
system authorities to explain to 
them what was going on. 
Caught totally unawares, the 
authorities 
hurriedly 
sent 
to 
Grape Street for a report. It 
was put together in 72 hours 
and 
presented 
to 
a 
pleased 
board. 
The speed with which Grape 
Street switched over to open- 
school 
methods 
is 
not 
un­ 
common. 
All 
that is usually 
necessary 
is 
some 
custodial 
work 
— 
taking 
up 
desks, 
carrying out chairs, etc. — and, 
o f 
course, 
willing 
and 
knowledgeable teachers. 
“ I 
was 
so 
ready 
for 
this 
program I made the changeover 
in just one day,” says Wilkins. 
“ One afternoon, the kids were 
all sitting in line listening to 
the teacher. The next morning, 
we were all involved with each 
other, rapping, learning, setting 
new goals and new levels of 
expectancy.” 
Some of the classes are built 
around themes. Wilkins’ class

seems centered on black pride 
and ethnic and cultural traits. 
Another class is a complete 
newspaper office, with children 
studying 
the 
press, 
clipping 
articles, wearing printers’ hats 
with 
occupations 
printed 
on 
them — copywriter, editor-in- 
c h i e f , 
business 
m anager, 
reporter — and producing their 
own paper. 
Another class is geared to 
ecology and the kids have built 
a 
“ pollution-eating” 
machine 
out* of cardboard. As they ex­ 
plain the dials which make their 
machine “ work,” these children 
— who never heard the words 
a few months ago — talk about 
e n v i r o n m e n t , 
ecological 
balance, exhaust emissions and 
sim ilar concepts. 
“ Just the mention of Grape 
Street used 
to 
make 
people 
cringe throughout Los Angeles,” 
says Mrs. Haynes. “ School used 
to subdue pupils, repress them. 
But now our children are dif­ 
ferent. You see a light in their 
eyes.” 
Another 
interesting 
change 
has occurred. Grape Street used 
to be a dumping ground for 
unwanted teachers in the school 
system. Others who were placed 
there fought to get out. But now 
teachers from all around the 
city are asking to be assigned 
to Grape Street. 
Three 
years 
ago, 
no 
one 
would ever have described a 
North 
Dakota 
education 
as 
progressive. The school system 
was under-financed, the pupils 
under-taught. Fully 59 per cent 
o f 
the 
elementary-school 
teachers lacked even a college 
bachelor’s degree. 
Yet today, North Dakota has 
become a happy example of 
educational obstacles overcome 
and is the first state in the 
U.S. to have a vast and com- 
p r e h e n s i v e open-schools 
program. 
The change was no accident. 
In 1968, forward-looking state 
l e g i s l a t o r s authorized the 
creation 
of 
a 
revolutionary 
teacher-training program at the 
state university at Grand Forks. 
To 
take 
charge 
of 
it, 
they 
brought in a deceptively casual 
37-year-old 
Michigan 
educator 
named Vito Perrone. 


TWO MISSIONS 
Perrone had two missions for 
his 
New 
School of Behavior 
Studies 
in 
Education: 
to 
produce a radically new breed 
of teachers and to soothe down 
a public that didn’t have much 
use for radical innovation. 
“ At the time the school w aj 
started, the popular press was 
full of stories about sensitivity 
training and group therapy and 
Esalen — and it scared people,” 
recalls Perrone. “ They thought, 
‘What’s going on at that New 
School?’ ” 
What actually was going on 
was 
that 
Perrone 
and 
his 
faculty were teaching teachers 
how to onduct themselves and 
their students in the open-school 
system, which was being in­ 
stalled across the state. 
Perrone’s 
New 
School 
was 
and is by no means confined 
to youthful, 
untried teachers. 
Almost 
one-third 
of 
the 
150 
undergraduates are experienced 
teachers coming back to get a 
degree and they range in years 
up to the retirem ent age. 
The faculty likes to tell of 
one 62-year-old woman who had 
never worn slacks in her life 
until she joined the dance class 
at the New School. “ She said 
she never before realized how 
a person can use her body to 
express herself,” says a faculty 
member. “ That kind of thing 
carries 
right 
back 
into 
the 
classroom.” 
The New 
School has 
very 
close working relationships with 
34 school districts throughout 
the state and much of its work 
involves observing and aiding 
in 
o p e n - s c h o o l 
classes. 
Graduates fan out to the state's 
593 
elem entary 
schools 
and 
already some 10 per cent of 
the state’s teachers have had 
courses at the New School. 
The result, in most areas, has 
been 
a 
gradual 
changeover, 
although 
in 
some 
cases 
the 
educational 
authorities 
have 
experimented 
w i t h 
abrupt 
i m p o s i t i o n of open-school 
methods. The 200-pupil Madison 
Elem entary School in Fargo, for 
instance, 
was 
given 
a 
com­ 
pletely new staff of New School 
teachers in 1969 and the results 
were encouraging. 
Madison School, in the heart 
of a model cities project, takes 
its pupils from white working- 
class families. Median income 
in the area is around $5,000 
and the parents needed a good 
deal of convincing before the, 
accepted 
the 
new 
teaching 
m e t h o d s . 
In 
fact, 
two 
recalcitrant families moved out 
of the area when the school 
changeover 
was 
announced 
while another sent its children 
to parochial school. 
But many of the parents have 
been transformed into believers 
“ .. ,on ,the 
strength of their 
children’s enthusiasm.

carved object. 
Several young people in the 
Pottstown area have taken up 
the game,

One of those who succeeded 
in arousing interest in chess 
during the new school year is 
Claude Dickson, a fifth form 
student at The Hill School. 
NO IN TEREST 
“Before I enrolled last year 
I heard there was a chess club 
in existence at The Hill but 
when I arrived I couldn’t find 
anybody that was interested,” 
he said. 
“Toward the end of the year 
I posted a notice in the faculty 
mail room asking for a chess 
advisor. 
“Fortunately, Donnell Gard­ 
ner, a master, who played chess 
when he was still a student 
here, consented to sponsor us 
this year. 
“Three weeks ago we formed 
the club and I was glad when 
more than 20 students showed 
up.” 
Since then the club has drawn 
up a “ ladder,” which ensures 
that each player has the op­ 
portunity 
to 
play 
everybody 
else. 
Gardner, English master and 
admissions 
officer, 
said 
the 
chess club was active until four 
years ago when activities came 
to a halt. 
R EC EIV ED GIFT 
Dickson’s 
interest 
in 
the 
“ thinking man’s game” goes 
back five years ago when he 
received a chess set as a gift. 
He found few people to play 
with until he enrolled in Milford 
Academy, Milford, Conn., where 
he immediately joined the chess 
club. 
“It soon became clear that 
I was as good as any of the 
freshmen there,” he said, “ and 
I went into the tournaments, 
tying several games but not 
winning too many.” 
Now he has high hopes for 
the newly organized chess club 
at the Hill School. 
“Some of the fellows are very 
interested in 
the game 
and 
should 
do 
very 
well,”

predicted. 
He admits that chess is a 
complex game that involves a 
high degree of skill beyond 
s i m p l y 
knowing 
individual 
moves.

“It takes about a year to get 


the feel of the game,” he ob­ 
served, “because the important 
thing is to see combinations, 
both your own and your op­ 
ponent’s. 
“You have to foresee what 
your 
strategy pattern 
might 
a c c o m p l i s h in terms of 
achieving a checkmate in a 
certain 
number 
of 
moves, 
hoping all the while that he 
doesn’t see your game plan. 
“And at the same time, you 
have to be aware of the com­ 
bination that your opponent is 
using so that you can try to 
foil it.” 
One of his favorite plays is 
the split, where he positions a 
piece in such a way that it 
places two of the opponent’s 
men in jeopardy, so that even 
if one escapes, the other will 
be knocked off the board. 
Dickson 
is 
convinced 
that 
anyone can learn to play chess, 
as long as he finds opponents 


on his own level. 
“It’s good mental exercise 
and at the same time provides 
a lot of fun,” he commented.

winter will become severe and 
a late and cool spring will 
follow.

given by Stephen Wisser, 80, 
Birdsboro 
RD 3, 
a 
veteran 
wooly bear watcher, who claims 
100 per cent accuracy of his 
predictions during the past five 
years. 
The woolly bears could be 
seen crawling across highways 
and sidewalks shortly after Oct. 
1, he said, contrary to some 
reports that they were observed 
in the middle of September. 


BLONDE COLOR 
A man in Lancaster at that 
time reported he saw woolly 
bears that were blonde in color, 
which he interpreted to mean 
a mild winter. 
“But that man was looking 
far too early,” Wisser said. 
“Anyone knows that you don’t 
look 
for 
woolly 
bears 
until 
October. Sure, you can look for 
them in summer and you’ll find 
green worms.” 
But bona fide prognosticate 
know that predictions for winter 
must wait until the caterpillar 
gets his fall coat. 
“This year the woolly bears 
have an amazingly dark and 
thick coat,” Wisser observed. 


“Only a few bronze colored 
hairs may be found near the 
center of the body and then a 
uniform dark coat extends in 
both directions to the ends.” 
BLACK COAT 
The bronze colored hair in- 
cicates that winter won’t be too 
severe before year’s end and 
the uniform black coat indicates 
a harsh winter and spring after 
Jan. 1. 
Wisser, who traces his an­ 
cestry through Conrad Weiser 
to the Weiser River valley in 
Germany, has been an avid 
woolly bear watcher since 1930. 
At that time he lived in the 
Albany, N.Y. area and found 
that wooly bears were more ac­ 
curate than the Farm er’s Al­ 
manac. 
He recalls several feuds with 
Ray 
Geiger, 
editor 
of 
the 
almanac, 
the 
most 
recent 
during the winter of 1969-70. 
“Geiger said it would be a 
beautiful and early spring, but 
I 
disagreed 
with 
him 
and 
predicted otherwise. When we 
got 
that 
heavy snowfall on 
Easter Sunday, 1970, I asked 
him what he might call that 
thick blanket of white stuff,” 
Wisser recalled. * 
BETTER RECORD 
As 
a 
result, 
Wisser 
said, 
Geiger can claim no more than 
80 per cent accuracy for his 
predictions over the years while 
Wisser says his record stands 
at a considerably higher figure. 


A native of the Reading area, 
Wisser moved to Birdsboro in 
1956, within a year after he 
retired. 
He admits that he never takes 
the woolly bears too seriously, 
a l w a y s 
remembering 
that 
there’s 
a 
certain 
degree 
of 
amusement 
connected 
with 
weather forecasting. 
Yet with his high record of 
accuracy, he has on several 
occasions taken issue with the 
o f f i c i a l 
weatherman 
on 
Philadelphia television stations. 
“ I tell them that instead of 
looking at their machines they 
should 
get outside 
and just 
observe 
nature 
— 
including 
w o o l l y 
bears,” 
he 
said. 
“ Somehow, they just can’t come 
up with an answer to that.” 
GOOSE BONE METHOD 
But the best prognosticator 
that he remembers as a child, 
was a family friend who used 
the goose bone method of pin­ 
pointing the precise times when 
w i n t e r ’ s 
fury 
would 
be 
unleashed. 
The 
method 
involved 
the 
slaughter of a goose right after 
the first frost. The expert eye 
could tell, by the coloration of 
the breastbone and other bones 
of the goose, exactly when to 
brace 
for the onslaughts of 
winter. 
However, in the last 70 years, 
Wisser said he has not run into 
anyone who could duplicate that 
feat. 


Agnew to Pay Sentimental Visit to Land of His Forefathers 
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ATHENS (AP) - Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew arrives 
here Saturday for a week-long 
sentimental visit to the land of 
his forefathers. The trip al­ 
ready 
has 
created 
unprece­ 
dented reaction from 
groups 
apposed to the Greek govern­ 
ment. 
Leaders of the regime will 
advertise his official call as a 
gesture of support for their pol­ 
icies. 
Agnew and his wife will fly in 


from Persepolis, Iran, after at­ 
tending 
ceremonies 
marking 
the 2.500th anniversary of the 
Persian 
monarchy. 
He 
had 
stopped off in Turkey before 
that for two days to confer with 
Turkish leaders. 
Agnew will be the official 
guest of the government for the 
first three days. He then plans 
to tour the country and visit his 
father’s home town of Garga 
Hanoi, southern Greece, before 
flying back to Washington. 


Diplomatic sources said the 
vice president had no intention 
of “cajoling” Greek 
leaders, 
but the primary purpose of his 
meetings was said to be to re­ 
view Greece’s role in the North 
Atlantic Alliance and to discuss 
the possibility of reaching a so­ 
lution to the Cyprus problem. 
Greece 
and

over Cyprus. 
Groups opposed to the author­

PITTSBURGH — Baseball people respect Danny 
Murtaugh. They know he figures out moves before 
they occur. He doesn’t wait until the trouble starts 
to decide. The edge he has on a lot of other managers 
is he doesn’t panic. He works like a guy playing chess. 
The Pirates did what he wanted them to do across 
the first two gam es of the World Series, and they lost. 
Then they goofed up, and beat the Orioles a ball game, 
5-1. It is as though the captain of the Titanic decided 
to ram the iceberg, and sank it. 
The Pirates had a one-run lead with none out in 
the 7th. 
The gam e turned because of Roberto Cle­ 
m ente's raging desire. The shiftless ground ball he 
hit back to Mike Cuellar slid out of the pitcher’s glove. 
It rolled away sluggishly, like an insect bloated with 
gluttony. The pitcher reached for it, and straightened 
up to throw. 
The great right fielder refused to concede the drib­ 
bling ball was a routine out. He was running as fast 
a s he could, and his speed and closeness to first base 
goaded Cuellar into unnecessary haste. He threw 
rapidly, and the ball was high and pulled Boog Powell 
off first base. The official scorers fined the pitcher an 
error, and this appeared to disturb Cuellar because 
h e let Willie Stargell freeload to first base on a walk. 
Now Bobby Robertson was the batter, and Mur­ 
ta u g h sat still in the dugout, like a statue to every 
longshoreman who left Ireland for this country during 
th e potato famine. 
Normally, this proposition de­ 
m ands that Robertson bunt. Never once down in the 
minors was Robertson asked to push a ball in sac­ 
rifice. Only once last year did he drop one down, and 
never this season. And this was how Murtaugh played 
it on the first pitch, which was a foul drifting back 
into the stands. 
It all depended on where Brooks Robinson sta­ 
tioned himself at third base. He backed up, discount­ 
ing the chance of a bunt. There seem ed no other way 
for Murtaugh to go, and he made a secret gesture 
which told Frank Oceak, the third-base coach, that 
Robertson should forfeit his swings to advance the 
runners with a bat-pushed bunt. 
The coach relayed the m essage to bunt with the 
language of hands his trade uses. The batter watched 
him go through his complicated code of instructions, 
and stepped into the hitter’s box. The pitch was a ball, 
the coach went through it again, and Robertson ap­ 
peared to watch him closely. 
“ I know it was either a bunt or a hit and run,” 
Stargell said. On second, Clemente couldn’t believe it 
either. 
“You don’t expect Bob to bunt,” Stargell said, 
afterwards. “But I saw the sign.” 
It occurred to Clemente they should talk it over 
and verify the instructions of the hands. He turned to 
Jim Odom, the umpire supervising second base and 
scream ed for tim e. But the ball cam e off Cuellar’s- 
fingers and was wobbling toward the plate like an 
inebriated moth. The batter swung and the ball went up 
and out, and Robertson didn't know until after he put 
his foot on the plate for the homer’s third run that he 
had ignored his m anager’s orders. 
“ At-a way to bunt,” Stargell told him. 
At third base, Oceak looked into the dugout and 
dropped his hands, palms up. 
“I fouled up, didn’t I?” Robertson asked Murtaugh 
when he reached the dugout.

Many baseball experts have been making a big 
deal about the home field advantage in the World 
Series. They’ve been saying that we’re unable to win 
at Baltimore, while the Orioles can’t get it going on 
the artificial turf. 
Although there m ay be a slight advantage to the 
home team, in order to get into the World Series a 
team has to be able to win on the road too. 
Many of the fields in the National League have 
the artificial surface, more so than the American 
League. But we’ve had pretty good success on the 
grass fields, such as Shea Stadium and M ontreal’s 
Jarry Park. 
It’s true the Baltimore field isn’t in as good a 
condition as many grass fields due to the Baltimore 
Colts playing football there, but I think our players 
have to ignore this and settle down and play basic 
baseball. 
We may be playing in Baltimore but I still think 
we have the upper hand. We only have to play .500 
ball in the last two games while the Orioles need to 
take two of two. 
Jim Palm er is a great pitcher, but we proved in 
the second game we could hit him. We just can’t 
afford to give up as many runs (11) as in the first 
two games. 
We’re a free swinging club and we’d much rather 
face a fast ball pitcher like Palm er. Our left-handed 
hitting lineup, I think, is more explosive and Richie 
Hebner proved that he can hit with a three-run homer. 
The Orioles, with only nine hits in their last 
three games, are due to break out, especially in front 
of their home fans. I think we can contain them, 
though. Our defense has been almost flawless through 
the series, when at the start it was said that the 
Orioles were the superior fielding team . 
As I said before, the Orioles are starting to won­ 
der about their dynasty. They know they’re in trouble 
now. 
Bob Moose will be our pitcher today. He left the 
club early in the season for some Army duty, and 
when he came back, he was tougher than before. 
Mostly, he’s been used out of the bullpen since his 
return.

The ¡Ilustra­ 
ron brings to life the old Eng­ 
lish Christmas ballad. The oth- 
e • adhesive stresses the signifi­ 
cance of Christmas and depicts 
a' Nativity scene 
by 
Italian 
painter Giorgione. 
The first day ceremony for 
the 
8-cent 
vertical 
stamps, 
which will be printed on spea- 
rate sheets, will takes place 
Nov. 10 in Washington, D. C. 
The Nativity scene is a detail 
from Giorgione’s “Adoration of 
the Shepherds” from the Sam­ 
uel H. Kress collection now in 
the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington. The original paint­ 
ing was done on wood about 
1510. The stamp portrays five 
figures—Mary, 
Joseph, 
the 
Christ Child and two shepherds. 
Across the top is “ Christmas” 
in gold. 
Expecting a deluge of re­
